The  nation’s  freest  press  is  the  college  newspaper,  according 
to  the  experts.  That  is,  they  are  free  until  forced  to  discontinue, 
usually  through  their  own  irresponsibility. 

Those  experts  reason  that  since  the  college  newspaper  is  free 
from  the  pressures  of  politics  and  advertising,  they  can  say  pretty 
much  what  they  want.  And,  since  most  college  publications  are 
subsidized  by  studentbody  funds,  they  have  their  finances  guaran- 
teed, and  need  not  compete  for  a daily  newsstand  popularity  vote. 

However,  just  as  the  freedom  exist  in  larger  measure 
than  in  perhaps  any  other  kind  of  publication,  an  increased 
responsibility  is  an  automatic  companion  for  the  collegiate 
editor. 

Brigham  Young  University  is  fortunate  in  having  a free  rein 
on  the  student  newspaper,  yearbook,  and  literary  magazine.  All 
three  are  student-produced  and  student  managed.  In  every  case, 
responsibility  for  what  goes  in  the  publication  rests  directly  with 
the  editor. 

A Pat  on  the  Back 

At  BYU,  student  writers  are  fortunate  to  have  three  faculty 
advisors  who  are  greatly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  those  student 
publications — but  who  encourage  student  ideas  and  initiative.  Per- 
haps students  do  not  always  do  a professionally  mature  job,  and 
they  are  certain  to  make  mistakes,  but  through  those  problems  and 
boners,  the  aspiring  writer  learns  more  than  would  be  possible  under 
strict  censorship  and  direction. 

The  1950-51  school  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  for  stu- 
dent publications.  The  UNIVERSE  will  finish  the  season  with 
15  more  regular  issues  than  any  other  year  in  history — not 
missing  a single  publication  date.  Then  too,  there  have  been 
the  three  special  editions  on  the  Diamond  Jubilee,  Christmas 
and  the  basketball  championship.  And  to  wind  things  up, 
there  was  the  All-American  award. 

The  Banyan  will  be  distributed  next  week.  For  two  consecutive 
years  it  has  been  out  on  time,  and  been  self-supporting,  the  twb 
largest  books  in  BYU  history. 

The  magazine  also  hits  the  stands  early  next  week,  with 
the  most  ambitious  issue  of  the  literary  magazine  ever  to  be  seen 
at  BYU.  It,  too,  is  a credit  to  the  work  of  student  writers  and 
editors. 


Guest  Critic  Approves  of 
Y Symphony  Performance

The  role  of  guest  critic  is  not  one  to  be  coveted,  especially  when 
the  person  whose  place  one  takes  happens  to  be  among  the  concert 
soloists  to  be  criticized.  Fortunately  for  me,  the  performance, 
Thursday  evening  by  the  BYU  symphony  orchestra  made  my  task 
relatively  an  easy  one;  nor  can  one  deny  that  the  soloists  did  not 
have  their  musical  foot  forward. 

There  were  sporadic  surges  of  seemingly  uninspired  music,  but 
the  general  quality  was  excellent  and  the  faithful  music  followers 
who  attended  were  adequately  repaid  for  any  expended  effort  in 
being  present. 

The  audience  and  the  orchestra  failed  to  really  warm  up  to  the 
Schumann  Symphony,  and  less  passive  appreciation  did  not  show 
itself  until  the  Beethoven  work. 

Probably  the  highlight  of  the  concert,  from  the  audience  point 
of  view,  was  the  Third  Concerto,  which  Mr.  Watts  very  capably 
performed.  There  appeared  to  be  a bit  of  orchestral  disunity  dur- 
ing the  first  two  movements,  though  such  passages  were  fortunate- 
ly few.  All  in  all,  we  ate  it  up. 

Miss  Jones  and  Miss  Nelson  need  not  feel  slighted  for  their 
participation  in  the  Bach  Concerto.  This  was  extremely  well  played, 
the  string  section  of  the  orchestra  not  being  one  of  that  organiza- 
tion’s weakest  points;  and  the  soloists  presented  the  Old  Master  with 
a great  deal  of  skill. 

Mr.  Riddle’s  controversial  "Episode  for  Orchestra,”  giving  rise 
to  a near-War-in-Heaven  division  concerning  its  attributes,  is,  per- 
haps, merely  an  indication  that  the  majority  of  us  have  much  to 
learn  concerning  “mpdem”  music. 

The  whole  orchestra  out-did  themselves  on  the  two  Wagner 
numbers  which  served  as  finale  and  encore.  Wagner’s  brilliant 
orchestration  of  his  colorful  themes  make  him  a constant  source  of 
pleasure  to  the  average  concert-goer. 

Congratulations  to  the  Symphony  orchestra  and  to  Mr.  Sardoni 
for  a very  successful  season.
